it. 
"In nine cases out of 10 they will tell you about the factor­ 
ies and the banks and the churches and the g ood wat< 
v ami 
the school in their community. 
N ow to do that is ev ery bit 
as if a business house should adv ertise that it had safe s and 
cash reg isters and typewriters and ledg ers. 
Such thing s are 
necessities and rig htly taken for g ranted. 
So an* schools 
and g ood water and banks neccs.dties, and it should be taken 
for g ranted that ev ery com m unity has them. 
“ But what the towns m ig ht do is see that no local hig h 
board adv ert i.sments disfig ure the landscape. 
They should 
search out their beauty spots and clear w a\ s to them . 
They 
should look to the beautification of their low it, so that truvei

Eng land has beautified its streets and made them g ay with 
flowers and potted plants.

Because of his great in terest in avia­ 
tion , Frenchmen 
realize the Prin ce 
of Wales will prov e a super-salesman 
for British aviation in terests. 
It is 
estimated here British aviation or­ 
ders in South America will be d oub­ 
led. if not tripled, by the 
prin ces’ 
v isit. 
The Prince 
of Wales’ use of air­ 
planes, wherev er 
possib e in South 
America, will greatly in crease popu­ 
lar interest 
in tourist 
aviation in 
South America, according to Fren ch 
observ ers. 
After the British Princes have con ­ 
cluded their tour of South America, 
the French 
ex pect Colon el Charles 
A. Lindbergh to make a similar trip 
in the interests of American 
avia­ 
tion. The American flier's trip was 
scheduled for 
this win ter 
but was 
postponed because it might con tl ct 
with the v isit of the British royalty 
“ Betweens the Italian s, Amer'can s 
and British just where d o we stan d ," 
is the common question 
n ow bein g 
fired at the Air Min istry by Fren ch 
plane manufacturers. 
Plan s are be­ 
ing made to 
increase France’s avia­ 
tion propaganda in South America, 
but no definite campaign 
of action 
has been decided upon . 
The French are proud 
th at they 
were the first nation to d evelop com­ 
mercial av iation 
in South America 
through the regua r postal 
services 
of the Aeropostale. The Aero club 
of France and similar organ ization s 
hav e started an intensiv e campaign 
to encourage French air in terests to 
increase their sa les propagan d a 
in 
South America. 
There is agitation for a Vice-Pres­ 
ident of the French 
Republic 
who 
would act as a sort of trav eling sa les­ 
man to foreign 
markets, 
like the 
Prince of Waies does for En glan d . 
International competion for for­ 
eign av iation markets ha s been grow­ 
ing each y ear. Only last y ear Fran ce, 
formerly the ex clusiv e furn isher of 
av iation material to the Belgian War 
Department, lost an im portan t con ­ 
tract to the British. 
These factors hav e given 
rise to 
much comment 
in av iation clrc es. 
As the result 
of British. 
American 
and Italian trade pressure on South 
America, it is believed 
Fran ce will 
thake immediate steps to bolster la r 
av iation interests here.
